ACTION NEEDED IN CHINA 
Wc muKt "stick our neck out" nnd Rive "nf- 
rirmntlve nld" lo tlic Chinese nationalist rov- 
crnmcnt. nayx Roger D. Lapham, ECA chief 
In Chlnn. If thiit country h to be saved from 
Incorporation Into the pattern of world com- 
munism. 

Tile Clilntiff Rovommcnt has lost Industrial 
Mnnchurla, and North China laces a similar 
fate. There arc reslRnntlons and discontent 
In Chiang's own party, and apparently lor 
Kood reason. Inflation Is uncontrolled and 
seemlnRly uncontrollable. Buslnc.is is at a 
standstlJl. Food Is scarce. The military 
outlook Is a.i bleak as In the Japanese war, 
and the economic and political prospects are 
even Bloomlcr. 

All but $15,000,000 of the $125,000,000 that 
congress allotted for Chinese aid Is u.-;ed up. 
Yet shipment of the supplies which the SllO,- 
000.000 bouRht Is only now RcttlnR under 
way. Our Rovernment has approved a S5.- 
000.000 purchn-se of arms by China, but one 
official has said that this new supply may 
not even be enough to replace the ami3 
last to the communists In Manchuria. 

This Is not fl very pretty setup for gambling 
more millions on the disintegrating nation- 
alist forces and their government. Yet there 
docs not seem to be any other solution ex- 
cept to pay our money and take our chance. 
It Is a matter of self-interest. The salvation 
of China from the Soviet sphere means 
A.";la"a salvation and. eventually, the saving 
of American lives and perhaps American 
liberty. It Is a gamble worth taking. In spite 
of the odds. 

Mr. Lapham not only urges affirmative aid 
but says that we must "take full responsibil- 
ity for the aid. control It. and ace how It Is 
apent, both economically and militarily." 

All this would add considerably to the bur- 
den of American taxpayers who already arc 
pouring money and goods Into a barricade 
against world communism. Neither the 
money nor the goods are Inexhaustible, and 
aomo day a stopping place ■will be reached. 
But China la not the place to stop. 

China must bo helped, and "affirmative 
aid" l3 the way to help her. It would be aa 
useless to continue our uncertain policy of 
the past three years as It would be to aban- 
don China entirely — as usclesa. and con- 
siderably more costly. But the how-much 
and when of affirmative aid must still be 
decided. 

And the "who to" is important. It Is 
rairly obvious that Chiang Kai-shek has fail- 
ed to establish and maintain a strong cen- 
tral government, using U. 6. funds and sup- 
plies to best advantage. Indeed, further aid 
to Chiang has been described as "Operation 
Rathole." But the Chiang government may 
not la.';t long. It may well fall soon and be 
succeeded by a group of Chinese liberals In 
whom wo can put more confidence. In that 
case, we may not be "sticking our neck out" 
quite 50 far In giving further "afflrniatlvo 
aid" to China. 

In any case, the Clilncse problem Is not 
simply one for the new congress. It !.■; a prob- 
lem for the present — a problem for today and 
tomorrow. It Is a problem for bipartisan ac- 
tion which may put the greatest .strain yet 
on the unity of bipartisan foreign policy. 



DELINQUENT YOllNGSTEIl.'? 

Paul J. Shine. assL-itant director or the fed- 
eral bureau of Investigation for Idaho and 
Utah, put his finger on the cau-sc.i ot Juvenile 
delinquency at a public meeting at Gooding, 
at which he was the guc^t speaker. 

"Tlic Juvenile dcllntiucnt," he said, "Li the 
product of parental neglect, Inadequate 
schools and ncgllRont conimunltk'.s. Behind 
each delinquent child will bo found parenLs 
who have been responsible for one or more 
of the following contributing causes: Par- 
ental neglfct. homfs broken by divorces (one 
out of evco' three marriages) . tinhapjiy 
homes, bad examples on the part ot parenl.-;, 
lack of discipline nnd parental doting," 

He admitted that outside Influences such 
as movies, radio and television play a part In 
Juvenile delinquency, but was careful to add 
that even In such cases, tlie •■only solution I.i 
parental .-iUpervlKlon/' 

"Only throuRh ediicaliDH. both secular and 
religious." he "can we hope to solve this 
nationwide problem of delinquent youth. The 
children need a bolstered and sustained feel- 
ing of responsibility to bulhl a greater, 
stronger and more God-fearing America." 

It's something for parents, schools and 
communities to think about. When we're en- 
couraged to support .such thlng.-i as youth 
activity programs, supervised recreation tor 
youngsters, public playground.s and the like 
we should not underestimate tholr Import- 
ance. 



NO RONES ABOUT IT 
An officer of the Smithsonian Institution 
complains that a new government dam- 
bulldlng program will obliterate the archaeo- 
logical remains of aboriginal life along some 
of our river banks. 

In spite of a certain academic sympathy, 
we fear that if the government must choose 
between preserving and Increasing the well- 
being of our present civilization or destroy- 
ing Bome of the relics of one that Is past, it 
will have to pick the former.
